Schools reopen but agencies 
have yet to get H1N1 vaccine

County schools are back in 
session after a week-long closure 
due to influenza-related illness, 
as local health care providers 
continue to await arrival of the 
H1N1 (swine flu) vaccine. 

Gateway District Health De- 
partment Regional Training Co- 
ordinator Mike Maddox said that 
to date, 607 total doses of the na- 
sal mist and injectable vaccine 
have been distributed to the fol- 
lowing locations: 

• Morgan County ARH, 191 
total doses. 

• Morgan County Health De- 
partment, 122 total doses. 

• Frederick Medical Clinic, 29 
total doses. 

•Faith Family Practice, 11 
total doses. 

• Eastern Kentucky Correc- 
tional Complex, 36 total doses. 

• West Liberty Nursing & Re- 
habilitation Center, 11 total 
doses. 

• Morgan County High 
School, 104 total doses. 

• Morgan County Middle 
School, 90 total doses. 

• East Valley Elementary 
School, 82 total doses. 



• Morgan Central Elementary 
School, 71 total doses. 

• West Liberty Elementary 
School, 63 total doses. 

• Ezel Elementary School, 33 
total doses. 

• Woodsbend Youth Develop- 
ment Center, 15 total doses. 

“This vaccine is coming in 
very slowly,” Maddox said. “We 
ask the public to remain patient 
as we follow guidelines from 
Frankfort for distributing this 
drug.” 

Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) officials 
recently attributed the nation- 
wide vaccine shortage to manu- 
facturing delays. 

ARH officials have estab- 
lished the following vaccination 
priority ranking: 

• Health care workers. 

• Pregnant women. 

• Persons over six months to 
24 years of age. 

• Household contacts and 
caregivers of children under six 
months old. 

• Children ages 5-18 with a 
chronic medical condition. 

• Healthy persons ages 25-64.

Johnna Lane said that children 
who receive vaccinations within 
the school system must present a 
consent form signed by a parent 
or guardian. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Deatrah Barnett noted that dis- 
trict-wide school attendance to- 
taled 92 percent on Monday, a 
14-point jump from 77 percent 
recorded on Oct. 23. 

Dr. James Frederick advised 
anyone with H1N1 symptoms to 
seek medical attention and noted 
that ineffective flu tests are yield-

Natural gas will cost much 
less this winter, PSC says 



Sharply lower wholesale natu- 
ral gas prices will mean smaller 
heating bills for Kentucky cus- 
tomers this winter, the Kentucky 
Public Service Commission 
(PSC) says. 

“Natural gas prices have come 
down considerably from the arti- 
ficially high levels of last year,” 
PSC Chairman David Armstrong 
said. “Furthermore, there is rea- 
son to think that we may see rela- 



tively stable prices for the next 
several years.” 

On average, Kentucky cus- 
tomers can expect to pay about 39 
percent less this November than 
last for 10,000 cubic feet of natu- 
ral gas. Individual reductions will 
vary by company and customer 
usage. 

Wholesale prices are at their 
lowest levels in at least six years, 
and are less than half the peak 



prices seen in 2008. Wholesale 
costs make up the largest portion 
of retail gas bills during the heat- 
ing season. They are passed 
through to consumers on a dol- 
lar-for-dollar basis by local dis- 
tribution companies. 

The amount of natural gas in 
storage for use during the winter 
is at historically high levels, ac- 
cording to data from the federal 
Energy Information Administra- 
tion. That suggests adequate sup- 
plies and stable prices through the 
heating season, unless there is 
widespread and extreme cold 
weather. 

Weather is always the main 



factor in determining the amount 
of energy that consumers use to 
heat their homes and thus the size 
of their heating bill, Armstrong 
said. Improvements in energy ef- 
ficiency and conservation are the 
only way to permanently lower 
energy bills, he said. 

“Lower energy prices do not 
negate the wisdom of taking steps 
that will reduce energy consump- 
tion in the long term,” Armstrong 
said. “Consumers would be wise 
to turn some of their immediate 
savings into permanent invest- 
ments in weatherization and other 
measure that will pay off in com- 
ing years.

Here is a story that was sent 
to me by email. Thanks, Sherry, 
for allowing me to share this 
story with the readers of The 
Licking Valley Courier. 

I like this teacher. 

A Lesson That Should Be 
Taught In All Schools 
And Colleges 

Back in September of 2005, 
on the first day of school, Martha 
Cothren, a social studies school 
teacher at Robinson High School 
in Little Rock, Ark., did some- 
thing not to be forgotten. On the 
first day of school, with the per- 
mission of the school superinten- 
dent, the principal and the build- 
ing supervisor, she removed all 
of the desks from her classroom. 

When the first period kids 
entered the room they discovered 
that there were no desks. 

“Ms. Cothren, where ’re our 
desks?” 

She replied, “You can’t have 
a desk until you tell me how you 
earn the right to sit at a desk.” 

They thought, “Well, maybe 
it’s our grades.” 

“No,” she said. 

“Maybe it’s our behavior.” 

She told them, “No, it’s not 
even your behavior.” 

And so, they came and went, 
the first period, second period, 
third period. Still no desks in the 
classroom. 

By early afternoon television 
news crews had started gather- 
ing in Ms. Cothren’s classroom 
to report about this crazy teacher 
who had taken all the desks out 
of her room. 

The final period of the day 
came and as the puzzled students 
found seats on the floor of the 
deskless classroom, Martha 
Cothren said, “Throughout the 
day no one has been able to tell 
me just what he/she had done to 
earn the right to sit at the desks 
that are ordinarily found in this 
classroom. Now I am going to 
tell you.” 

At this point, Martha Cothren 
went over to the door of her 
classroom and opened it, 

Twenty- seven U.S. veterans, 
all in uniforms, walked into that 
classroom, each one carrying a 
school desk. The vets began plac- 
ing the school desks in rows, and 
they would walk over and stand 
alongside the wall. By the time 
the last soldier had set the final 
desk in place those kids started 
to understand, perhaps for the 
first time in their lives, just how 
the right to sit at those desks had 
been earned. 

Martha said, “You didn’t earn 
the right to sit at these desks. 
These heroes did it for you. They 
placed the desks here for you. 
Now, it’s up to you to sit in them. 
It is your responsibility to learn, 
to be good students, to be good 
citizens. They paid the price so 
that you could have the freedom 
to get an education. Don’t ever 
forget it.” 

By the way, this is a true story. 
Pass it along so others won’t for- 
get that the freedoms we have in 
this great country were earned by 
U.S. veterans.

518 people arrested in largest drug 
roundup in East Kentucky history 



The largest drug roundup in 
Eastern Kentucky’s history un- 
folded late last week, as state, lo- 
cal and federal officers stormed 
dozens of homes with felony ar- 
rest warrants for 518 people, in- 
cluding one Morgan County 
woman. 

The raid, known as Operation 
Flamingo Road, is the culmina- 
tion of a three-year effort involv- 
ing multiple law enforcement 
agencies to strike at the heart of 
an illegal prescription drug traf- 
ficking organization. 

Kentucky law enforcement 
agencies have seen an increase in 
the number of prescription drug 
involved cases and began to no- 
tice a trend developing, which 
involved Kentuckians traveling 
to south Florida to obtain pain- 
killers. Detectives utilized infor- 
mants and other intelligence to 
determine that a large number of 
patients showing up in south 
Florida pain clinics were from 
Kentucky.

“This type of investigation 

often involves the same violent 
criminal activity as any other in- 
vestigation into organized drug 
trafficking,” emphasized KSP 
Commissioner Rodney Brewer. 
“We cannot forget the dedication 
and tireless effort put forth by 
KSP detectives, task force officer 
and troopers, local officers and 
federal agents. Without them, a 
roundup of this magnitude would 
not have been possible.” 

Brewer said a majority of 
these charges were for traffick- 
ing in controlled substances (first 
and second degree), which are 
felony charges that include pen- 
alties ranging from 1 8 months to 
20 years in prison if convicted. 

KSP detectives obtained 327 
of the 518 total arrest warrants 
issued in 33 counties. 

Arrest warrants are for indi- 
viduals in Bath, Boyd, Boyle, 
Breathitt, Carter, Clark, Clay, 
Estill, Fayette, Fleming, Floyd, 
Greenup, Harlan, Harrison, 
Johnson, Knott, Leslie, Letcher, 
Lincoln, Madison, Martin, 
Magoffin, McCreary, Menifee, 
Morgan, Owsley, Perry, Pike, 
Powell, Pulaski, Rockcastle, 
Rowan and Wolfe counties. 

“We have heard the voices of 
the citizens of Kentucky to ‘do 
something’ about this dangerous 
drug problem,” said Brewer. 
“Your calls, valuable tips and in- 
put have not fallen on deaf ears.” 

Brewer thanked the Office of 
National Drug Control Policy 



(ONDCP) for funding Operation 
Flamingo Road. 

“This monumental operation 
could not have been possible 
without the funding received 
from ONDCP,” remarked 
Brewer. “Specifically, Frank 
Napier, the Director for Appala- 
chia HIDTA, played a pivotal 
role in petitioning ONDCP to 
fund this venture. 

The Kentucky Medical 
Examiner’s Office reported that 
the state led the nation in use of 
prescription drugs for non-medi- 
cal purposes in 2008. Preliminary 
numbers from the Kentucky Of- 
fice of Vital Statistics confirmed 
that 877 deaths in the Common- 
wealth were attributed to pre- 
scription drug overdoses last 
year. 

The Substance Abuse and 
Mental health Service Adminis- 
tration (S AMSHA) indicates that 
Northeastern Kentucky has the 
highest rate of non-medicinal use 
of pain killers in the nation by 
person 12 years and older. 

The Kentucky Administrative 
Office of the Courts reported that 
the total number of prescription 
drug related cases increased 22 
percent between 2003 and 2007, 
reaching a five-year high of 
7,136 cases in 2007. 

“Prescription drug abuse 
leaves many of the impoverished 
even poorer and leads to crimes 
such as robbery, burglary and 
theft,” said Brewer. “This agency 
will continue every effort to vig- 
orously investigate these types of 
cases.” 

This multi-agency law en- 
forcement approach allows the 
sharing of resources with ex- 
tended jurisdictions, which re- 
sults in a significant show of 
force against these drug traffick- 
ing cartels. 

Brewer encouraged citizens to 
report any illegal drug activity to 
their toll free hotline at 1-800- 
DOPETIP.

But the unfortunate reality is this: 
the chances that you will become 
disabled are probably far greater 
than you realize. Studies show 
that a 20-year-old worker has a 
three in 10 chance of becoming 
disabled before reaching retire- 
ment age. 

Social Security pays benefits 
to people with disabilities through 
the Social Security disability in- 
surance program, which is cov- 
ered by Social Security taxes. If 
you qualify, you can receive a 
monthly disability benefit from 
Social Security for as long as your 
disability keeps you from work- 
ing. The amount of your benefit 
is based on your average lifetime 
earnings. After a period of time, 
usually after receiving cash ben- 
efits for 24 months, you can also 
receive Medicare coverage. 

When you work and pay So- 
cial Security taxes, you earn cred- 
its. The number of credits you 
need to qualify for disability ben- 
efits depends on your age, and 
some of the work must be recent. 
For example, if you become dis- 
abled after age 31, you need to 
have worked at least 10 years and 
five of the past 10 years. But if 
you become disabled before age 
24, you need only one and a half 
years of work in the past three 
years. 

If you have a disability that 
makes you unable to work, the 
time to get started with your ap- 
plication is now. That is because 
it can take time to determine 



whether you qualify for benefits. 
It usually takes about three to five 
months for a medical decision 
from the state agency that evalu- 
ates your condition. Then, if your 
application is approved, your first 
Social Security disability pay- 
ment will be made for the sixth 
full month after the date we de- 
termine that your disability be- 
gan. Medicare coverage generally 
begins 24 months, or two years, 
after you begin receiving Social 
Security disability benefits. 

Given the time it can take, it is 
in your best interest to do every- 
thing you can to speed up the pro- 
cess. The best first step is for you 
to read our online publication, 
Disability Benefits , at 
www.socialsecurity.gov/pubs/ 
10029.html. It will tell you all 
about the process, including what 
information you will need to ap- 
ply for benefits. 

Then, take advantage of our 
online disability starter kits. You 
will find them on our disability 
website at 

www.socialsecurity.gov/disabil- 
ity, or call 1-800-772-1213 (TTY 
1-800-325-0778) and ask that a 
kit be mailed to you. 

Once you complete the online 
disability starter kit and you are 
ready to apply, the most conve- 
nient way to do that is online too. 
Just go to the same disability

Cougars send seniors out in style 
with 12-3 win over E. Carter 



Collins ’ 30-yard pass, Harvey run account 
for Cougar touchdowns

Morgan County’s defense 
held East Carter to only 125 to- 
tal yards, while forcing three 
fumbles and an intercption, as the 
Cougars celebrated Senior Night 
with a 12 - 3 win at Herdman 
Field. 

The Raiders only points came 
on a 40-yard field goal by kicker 
Matt Langstaff with just over a 
minute remaining in the first 
quarter. Morgan threatened to 
score late in the second period 
with a 63-yard drive — high- 
lighted by a 26 yard run from Joe 
Holbrook and 18 passing yards 
by Larrin Collins. But the first 
half clock expired with Morgan 
trailing 3 - 0 at intermission. 

East Carter fumbled on its 
opening possession of the third 
quarter, which was recovered by 
cornerback Jared Curd on the 
Cougar 36-yard line. The Raid- 
ers’ next possession also resulted 
in a turnover — this time courtesy 
of an Adam Cooper interception 
at mid-field. 

But Morgan returned the fa- 
vor when Collins was also picked 
off at the 50-yard line. The Cou- 
gars’ next possession, however, 
resulted in their first score of the 
game. The Raiders were flagged 
with a late hit at the end of a 13- 
yard gain by Holbrook. That was 
followed by a 30-yard touch- 
down pass from Collins to Ryan 
Flannery at the 3:42 mark of the 
third quarter. 

The Raiders’ next possession 
was followed by a tackle-for-loss 
by Morgan’s Cory Ciorrochi, re- 
sulting in a fourth and long. East 
opted for a 44-yard field goal try 
by Langstaff — but he hooked it 
wide right. The Cougar defense 
took its toll on East as Flannery 
forced a fumble that was recov- 
ered by Dylan Moore. 

Costly penalities continued to 
plauge the Raiders with personal 
fouls on both their and Morgan 
County’s next drives. The Cou- 
gars cashed in on a late hit pen- 
alty with a 10-yard scoring run 
by senior Mitchell Harvey for a 
12-3 lead with 3:20 remaining 
in regulation. 

East appeared to be in busi- 
ness following a 50-yard kickoff 
return to put the ball at the Cou- 
gar 21. But on the second play 
from scrimmage, Ciorrochi 
forced yet another fumble — with 
this one being recovered by Coo- 
per at the 12-yard line. Morgan 
was able to kill the final 2: 10 left 
on the clock to secure a well- 
derserved second win of the sea- 
son. 

“We felt we had a chance to 
win coming in,” said Cougar 
head coach Brian Turner. “Our 
biggest concern was that we only 
dressed 19 players for the game 
due to illness and injury. But the 
biggest difference was character. 
Personal foul and unsportsman- 
like penalties killed East. They 
probably had 80 to 100 yards of 
penalties and it helped us gain 
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valuable field position.” 

The rare win in late October 
marked the first time in more 
than a decade that the Cougars 
had won on Senior Night. Seniors 
Kyle Havens, Dylan Moore, 
Adam Cooper, Nate Cantrell, 
Austin Shuck and Mitchell 
Harvey were able to walk off 
Herdman Field as winners — 
something that meant a lot to 
Morgan’s first-year head coach. 

“I’m so happy for our seniors 
because they’ve had to go 
through four coaches in the last 
four years — and that’s not easy,” 
Turner said. “These kids have 
endured a lot of low points in 
their career. But last Friday, they 
were able to hold their head high 
and enjoy a win. That’s some- 
thing to be proud of.” 

Harvey capped a stellar regu- 
lar season with 15 carries for 43 



yards — giving him 1 ,047 for the 
season. Holbrook appears to be 
the heir apparent in the Cougar 
backfield — capping an outstand- 
ing freshman campaign with 65 
yards to run his total to 263 on 
the season. Cooper and Havens 
combined 42 rushing yards. 

Defensively, the Cougars 
were led by six tackles each from 
Ciorrochi and Havens. Flannery 
finished with five solo tackles, 
including two sacks and a forced 
fumble.

WhatA Difference A Year Makes 

MCH Football makes huge 
strides since winless 2008

This time last year, Morgan 
County football had just finished 
up a winless season. The Cougars 
were blown out in 10 straight 
games, including an embarrasing 
56-8 loss to East Carter in the 
regular season finale’. 

But what a difference a year 
makes. Last Friday night, the 
Cougars avenged the 2008 loss 
to the Raiders with a 12 - 3 win 
at Herdman Field. By the num- 
bers, the game marked a 57-point 
turnaound and gave Brian 
Turner’s team its second win of 
the season — and the first Senior 
Night victory in more than a de- 
cade. 

Statistically, the 2009 season 
is light years ahead of both ’08 
and ’07. With a playoffs still to 
go, Morgan has already scored 
192 points — an improvement of 
106 points from last season and 
97 points from ’07. The Cougars 
have outgained their opponents 
in total yardage (2,962 to 2,822) 
and outrushed the opposition by 
a staggering 900 yards ! 

Cougar running back Mitchell 
Harvey has enjoyed a fantastic 
senior season, running for 1,047 
yards, 11 touchdowns and six 2- 
point conversions. Harvey has 



accounted for a team-high 78 
points. 

The defensive turnaround is 
even more impressive. Morgan 
has surrendered 283 points this 
season — compared to 540 in ’08 
and 536 two years ago. Nine 
Cougars have had at least one 
fumble recovery with senior 
Adam Cooper grabbing three of 
the team’s four interceptions. 

As a team, Morgan was in six 
of its 10 games well into the 
fourth quarter.

once a popular tourist resort 




The Rittenhouse Hotel 



Swango Springs, at Hazel 
Green, was a popular resort 
around the turn of the twentieth 
century. Famous for its mineral 
spring water, it was visited by 
people from all over the country 
who came to stay at the 
Rittenhouse Hotel. Owners of 
the resort bottled and shipped 
water all over the country for its 
healing properties. The resort 
had a boardwalk leading into 
Hazel Green by 1895. Three ho- 
tels and many boarding houses 
were host to people who came 
for cures at the spring. They were 
known as the “summer board- 
ers”. 

Fire destroyed the 
Rittenhouse Hotel in 19 10. A few 
years later Mr. Crockett Coldiron 



purchased the Spring and sold 
and shipped the water until his 
death. Afterwards, his wife car- 
ried on the business until her 
death. Following Mrs. Ella 
Coldiron’ s death in 1943, her 
son-in-law, Glen McCoun, and 
wife bought the springs. He did 
not operate the spring. 

The Swango Springs prop- 
erty, on the Daysboro pike, is 
owned today today by Mr. Joey 
Gilbert. 

As recently as 1935 people 
came to board with Mr. and Mrs. 
C.S. Cecil in the town and drink 
the spring water for its curative 
value. In the issue of The Hazel 
Green Herald, April 23, 1903, it 
was reported that: The stone 
spring-house being erected by

John Davis over the Swango 
Spring will be a thing of beauty 
when completed. Evidently Mr. 
Rittenhouse intended to leave a 
Monument of his progressive 
and enterprising spirit.

If you have recently moved to 
a new address, chances are some 
of your former neighbors and 
friends from the community 
asked you to be sure to keep in 
touch.

In fact, you 
need to let us know about your 
new address. Even if you receive 
your payments by direct deposit, 
Social Security needs your cur- 
rent mailing address so you can

Don’t worry; changing your 
address with Social Security can 
be as convenient and easy as log- 
ging on to your computer. Just 
go to www.socialsecurity.gov 
and select “What You Can Do 
Online” link in the top left cor- 
ner. The fourth item down is “If 
you get benefits.” That is where 
you will want to go. Then select

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JURY SYSTEM. A jury is a 
group of individuals sworn to 
give a true answer to a legal ques- 
tion set before it. 

The jury system began in the 
ninth century with the inquisitions 
of Carolingian Kings 
(Charlemagne’s successors). 
They used groups of neighbors 
who were not personally involved 
in matters, requiring them to de- 
clare information under oath that 
could be used for establishing 
royal rights. This evolving proce- 
dure was carried into Normandy, 
and then - by the Norman con- 
quest in 1066 - to England. From 
there, centuries later, it was taken 
to America. (Ironically, it was re- 
vered there during the colonial 
period for its effectiveness in 
stalling enforcement of certain 
unpopular English laws.) 

The main types of jury are the 
grand jury , which investigates 
accusations of crime and deter- 
mines whether there is sufficient 
evidence for a trial, and the petit 
jury (after the French word petit 
meaning “small”) or trial jury, 
which is selected to decided a

civil or criminal case in a court 
of law. There is also the coroner ’s 
jury , which witnesses a coroner’s 
investigation and determines the 
cause of any death not clearly at- 
tributable to natural causes.

endary criminal case - the mur- 
der of Irish peddler Morris 
Haggerty by William H. Brown 
on Dec. 7, 1852 - there was ap- 
parently no coroner’s inquest; 
however, Brown was indicted, 
tried, and, on April 29, 1853, 
went unconvicted as the result of 
a hung jury. Rumors were whis- 
pered about one juror having 
been bribed. 

The following October, 
Brown was again arraigned and 
again pled not guilty. A new jury 
was selected on Oct. 19-20. The 
12 men were George D. Brown 
(presumably unrelated to the de- 
fendant), Aaron Crosthwait, 
Abraham Swango, Reese B. 
Murry, Joseph Utterback, Will- 
iam W. Elam, Edward S. Rose, 
James Gibbs, Bird Isom, Isaiah 
Wilson, Abraham Phillips and 
Gideon Howard. The trial lasted 
only two days, after which the 
jury reached a speedy verdict of 
guilty. 

On Oct. 25, Judge J.W. Moore 
sentenced Brown to be hanged, 
on on Dec. 9, 1853 (a year and 
two days after the peddler’s mur- 
der), the hanging was carried out 
by Sheriff William Mynheir. 

The means of selecting jurors 
has varied greatly over time and 
place. In earlier years in Morgan 
County, prospective jurors’ 
names were written on slips of 
paper and inserted in capsules. 
These were then tumbled in a 
simple device called a jury wheel 
and drawn out - the process in- 
suring random selection and thus 
fairness. (The accompanying 
photos were taken from the Mor- 
gan County Historical Society’s 
collection.) 

The jury system is alternately 
praised and criticized. Critics 
suggest reforms, such as improv- 
ing the caliber of those serving, 
and permitting more involvement 
by the trial judge. The basic 
democratic system, however, 
continues to appeal to our equali- 
tarian rather than authoritarian 
impulses.

The scary basics 
of 6 shake and 
bake’ meth 

We’re choosy about passing 
along stories from The Associ- 
ated Press because they get very 
wide circulation, but this one by 
Justin Juozapavicius out of Tulsa 
commands our attention and, we 
hope, yours: “This is the new 
formula for methamphetamine: a 
two-liter soda bottle, a few hand- 
fuls of cold pills and some nox- 
ious chemicals. Shake the bottle 
and the volatile reaction pro- 
duces one of the world’s most 
addictive drugs.” 

We’ve reported on the “shake 
and bake” way to make 
methampehtamine, but that’s the 
best lead we’ve seen. And there’s 
real news: “An Associated Press 
review of lab seizures and inter- 
views with state and federal law 
enforcement agents found that 
the new method is rapidly 
spreading across the nation’s 
midsection and is contributing to 
a spike in the number of meth 
cases after years of declining ar- 
rests.” 

Juozapavicius explains why: 
“Because the new method uses 
far less pseudoephedrine, small- 
time users are able to make the 
drug in spite of a federal law that 
bars customers from buying 
more than 9 grams — roughly 
300 pills — a month. And he 
delivers this warning: “One little 
mistake, such as unscrewing the 
bottle cap too fast, can result in 
a huge blast, and police in Ala- 
bama, Oklahoma and other states 
have linked dozens of flash fires 
this year — some of them fatal 
— to meth manufacturing.”
